A our letter of the 25th is hut the newest reminder of a number of apologies I owe 
you, all attributable to the amount of work I am trying to do* Somewhere, for example, 

I have a number of FBI reports that were withhekd from you that 1 laid aside in an envelope 
until I could write a covering letter* If you got them with no explanation it will be 
because * have found time to attack an enormous stack of accumulated undone things and 
just mail them. 

The case about which I had hoard from my Dallas friend I had assumed was ono you 
had before a grand jury. He has since clarified this. I confess surprise that it is a 
federal case and greater surprise that the federals are even considering going after him

I have juot obtained more about you. If I can get to publish it, as I hope to be able 
to do, although it involves someone else going into debt I can no longer absord or 
survive, I # ll send you a copy, is more secrets about a past of which there is no reason 
for you to be ashamed, when you had a N a vy cover, according to this, when you were in 
Latin America for the FBI. 

As I once told you, you Texas fellows were from the first the victims and the 
intended victims of the dishonest federals. this case there ss no defamation of you. 

I regret * have never been able to meet Texans of means in the few days i have been able 
to spend there because I think that if I ever did they'd cone to understand that my 
severe criticism of federal performence in the JFK assassination and what followed is 
as I believe, the one way of ending the cynical and ubf actual line that the so-called 
spirit of Dallas was responsible for that awful crime. 

Well, I did meet two wealthy Texans. One is HLL Hunt and the other, whose is supposed 
to be worth only $50,000^000, is the same kind of tightwad* 1 asked neither for help and 
neither offered it.
